The Fed eral Highway Act of 1956 offers 
a bon us of on e half of on e per cen t in fed ­ 
eral highway fun d s to states as an in d uce­ 
men t to keep billboard s off the system.

could amoun t to quite a sum. sin ce the 13- 
year program in most states will be figured 
in the billion s of d ollars. 
But Govern or O'Neill called this part of 
the law “weak,” con tain in g too man y ex cep­ 
tion s. Ohio—or an y other state—could get 
the bon us by passin g a mild an tibillboard 
law, but would that be servin g the public 
in terest? 
This is the question that each state must 
d ecid e for itself. Let us hope Ohio sets a 
worthy ex ample.

Mrs. H. C. has written that her 16-year-old son 
has been havin g a great d eal of trouble from a 
chron ic mastoid in fection . She asks whether this 
should be rem oved an d w hether it is a serious oper­ 
ation . So far. lie has been treated with an tibiotics, 
bul without complete cure, 
This is an in terestin g question . 
The mastoid 
process is a hard bon y protuberan ce lyin g back of 
the earlobe. It is n ot solid bon e, but is m ad e up of 
small pockets which n ormally con tain air an d are 
called mastoid cells. 
Sometimes — particularly followin g a serious 
ea r in fection 
these cells m ay become in fected with 
germ s. Mastoid itis is then said to be presen t. 
Un til tile d iscovery of the sulfa preparation s an d 
an tibiotics, mastoid itis was ex tremely common . In ­ 
d eed , in the big hospitals it was a rare d ay when 
on e or more operation s for mastoid itis was n ot 
sched uled . 
The operation v an e d from simple cuttin g, rn or­ 
d er to d rain off pus, to the more common type of 
lath er serious removal of the in fected cells an d 
surroun d in g bon e tissue. 
With the d evelopmen t of the d rugs men tion ed , 
mastoid itis—o r at least operation s for it—alm ost 
d isappeared . T reatm en t of early ear in fection s re­ 
sulted in stoppin g in fection before it had a chan ce 
to in volve the mastoid cells.

mastoid itis is again becomin g m o rt frequen t.

When mastoid itis comes on acutely the sym p­ 
toms are related largely to pressure of the in fec­ 
tion an d pus within the air cells. The area back of 
the ear an d the bon y process become red an d swoll­ 
en , an d pressure on the bon e is quite pain ful. 
As in other in fection s, thills an d fever often ap­ 
pear. In d eed , the fever m ay go quite high.' Th# 
hearin g is also somewhat impaired . 
At the time when the mastoid cells become in ­ 
volved , the am oun t of d i aln age of pus from the ear 
(which is usually presen t earlier) ten d s to become 
more profuse. An X-ray picture is often helpful in 
d iagn osin g mastoid itis. 
Preven tion is still the objective. Almost certain ly 
m an y in fection s of the mid d le ear can be treated 
with the sulfa preparation s or an tibiotics so that 
the mastoid n ever d oes become seriously in flamed . 
In ad d ition to d rug treatm en t, early an d com ­ 
plete chain age from the mid d le ca r is recogn ized 
as a preven tive measure. The latter is usually a c­ 
complished by makin g a small cut in the d rum 
m em bran e to allow the escape of pus. 
Operation is n ot gen erally perform ed when the 
in flammation is acute. After it has quieted d own — 
or become chron ic—there are several surgical pro­ 
ced ures used . These d epen d on tile ex ten t, d uration 
an d severity of the mastoid itis. 
In the case of Mrs. H. C.’s son an operation 
would have to be con sid ered sin ce otn er m easures 
have fa iled.
